peg about six inches long Into the 
ground close tc the vine and run a 
Etrlng of tarred hemp or some other 
•waterproof cordage from this peg to 
the top of the -wire of the trellis to act 
as a guide for the young vine and to 
protect it against the influence of the 
wind and to insure an upright growth. 
This brings us to the end of the first 
year, and if the vine has made a fairly 
good growth it is now ready to take 
some form of training. 

From long and practical experience 
with a number of the different meth¬ 
ods of training in the same vineyard, 
the writer has concluded, all things 
considered, that a modification of what 
is known as the Kniffen, or more prop¬ 
erly* speaking a combination of the 
Kniffen and drooping methods, is the 
simplest, cheapest and by far the most 
practical. This consists in having two 
wires, one at the top and one fourteen 
inches below it, strung on posts stand¬ 
ing not less than five and a half feet 
apart, and with the wires drawn taut 
it will give room to pass under the 
trellis whenever It may be found con¬ 
venient to do so. Assuming that the 
growth has reached the top of the 
trellis, tie the vine to the top wire with 
a piece of twine or raffia, just enough 
to hold it in place without injury, then 
cut it off above the wire. As soon as 
the buds have grown a few inches or 
before they have made too much 
growth, select the* four strongest canes 
next under and running parallel with 
the wires, Tie them along their respec¬ 
tive wires and remove all others. This 
brings us to the end of the second sea¬ 
son, and all will admit that it is neither 
difficult nor complicated to grow a vine 
as represented in the figure. 

At the beginning of the third season 
we have a vine consisting of an up¬ 
right two years old and four horizon¬ 
tal canes one year old respectively. 
As the fruit is produced on the current 
year's growth, it is readily seen that 
ns few or as many may be allowed 
to grow os are desired, according to 
the habit and vigor of the vine. Oh 
the free growing varieties, such as the 
Concord, Brighton and Niagara, it is 
best to remove every other bud, while 
on the short jointed sorts, as the Aga¬ 
wam and many other well known 
kinds, every third bud will give all the 
Wood that the vine should grow and 
supply, with a proper balance between 
root and top, It must be Understood 
that the Canes selected for the fruiting 
ones are not to be allowed to grow at 
random, but after they have made 
three or four leaves besides the Ones 
opposite the grape dusters, they are 
to be shortened in and kept so and 
thns force the strength of the Vine 
into the fruit aud not have it wasted 
in the production of useless wood.

A wolf is a dog with the faith-

| Up to the fifteenth century these 
I unpopular beasts were .the terror 
of England as they now are of 
many European countries. 

1 King Edgar commuted the sen¬ 
tence of criminals on condition of 
their procuring a certain number 
of wolves' tongues. 

On the principle that “It takes a 
rogue to catch a rogue,” this plan 
worked well, and England was at 
last rid of the pest. 

Scotland was troubled with them 
for a longer time, but the last one 
is said to have been killed in 1680 
by Sir Eweu Cameron. 

In Ireland the wolf did not go 
go out of fashion till at least 171 C, 

Our country has expelled the an¬ 
imal from long settled places, but 
a few still remain in the northern 
woods and mountains of New Eng¬ 
land. In winter they have been 
known to follow a sleigh and even 
attack horse and man, but only 
when very hungry. As a rule 
wolves are great cowards. 

Packs of wolves tag meanly after 
the' buffaloes on the Western 
prairies. They dare not attack 
them, but are occasionally reward¬ 
ed by finding Some dead or dying 
buffalo who has fallen behind his 
companions. 

They also hunt the deer and 
frequently run the gentle ani¬ 
mal down. The wolves can not 
get over the ground as fast as theii* 
frighteued prey, but they have 
much greater endurance. The 
deer seldom use 3 its weapons—the 
becoming boras—but, when fairly 
hunted to death, turns its tearful 
brown eyes upon its pursuers 
with an expression that should 
melt the heart of a wolf, but it 
never was known to do so* 

Much time has been spent in 
studying why wolves and similar 
animals were made* It is easy 
enough to learn about their anat- 
omy—to ascertain what they can 
do and what they can not do—but 
still returns the puzalifig question, 
“What are they for?” 

One reason may be that we need 
such “object lessons” to show us 
how greed and cruelty and mean¬ 
ness look embodied j and if they 
are fearful and disgusting when 
equipped with teeth and claws, 
they are still more so if ruuniug 
wild In our hearts and breaking 
out in selfish and hateful acts.

Mask, 

Musk ’in the raw looks a good deal 
like axle grease and smells worse. The 
popular notion that the musk of com¬ 
merce Is obtained from the muskrat is 
a mistake. There Is obtained a some¬ 
what similar perfume from the muskr 
rat, but most of the supply comes from 
the musk deer, a creature that is care¬ 
fully reared In India for the sake of 
the secretion. The secretion is shipped 
In the crude state and is used not only 
in the manufacture of the liquid per¬ 
fume sold as musk, but also in very 
small quantities to give strength ami 
staying power to many perfumes made 
from the essential oils of flowers. 

Curiously enough, the blossoms of 
two native plants have a noticeably 
musky odor. Oue is the small yellow 
blossom of a creeping vine known as 
the musk plant. Its odor is marked 
and is counterfeited in the commercial 
perfume called musk. The other Is 
the bloodroot. The pure white bios 
som of that early spring plant has a 
, distinct though delicate musky odor. A 
i beau known as the musk beau is 
cheap substitute for animal musk.
